He came to St. Louis in 1874 and a 
few years later was appointed to the 
police force as a special officer. In_ 188) 
he resigned and went to Texas, where 
he engaged in civil engineering, for 
which he had studied before the war. 
He returned to St. Louis in 1885 and was 
made a patrolman. In 1895 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Sergeant and in 
1899 he’ was made the first Captain of 
the Magnolia Avenue District, which 
was at that time created along with 
several other districts under the new 
police law.

Strychnine in Flour Unnerves 
Indiana Man at 
Old Home.

BEDFORD. Ind., Sept. *2.—The at- 
tempt of unknown persons to poison the 
family of Eli Johnson, east of this city, 
by placing strychnine in their flour will 
result in the family disposing of their 
property and moving away. Mr. John- 
son is very nervous as a result of his 
experience. With such an attempt on 
his Hfe he feels the attempt may be 
made again at any time and he has.no 
way of protecting himself from such a 


oe. 

Only the fact that the person who at- 
tempted to poison the family used the 
poison too freely saved them. <A smaller 
quantity, it is said, would have done the 
work without the bitter taste ‘that 
aroused Mr. Johnson's suspicions. 

The biscuits were fed to the hogs aft- 
er supper and killed three of the ani- 
mals. Two cats also ate some and died. 
Prosecutor Fred Fletcher is investigat- 
ing the matter. 

The Johnson family stands well in the 
neighborhood and have no known ene- 
mies. Mrs. Johnson was away from 
home from 4 till 6 p. m. on the day of 
the occurrence, but did not discover any 
evidence of anyone having visited the 
house during her absence. On her re- 
turn she went about getting the evening 
meal, using flour from the same sack 
that she had been using. It is believed 
the strvchnine was placed in the flour 
during Mrs. Johnson's absence.

Though Kiely’s dismissal is said to 
have been decided on by the board 
within a few minutes after going into 
executive session, it was not announced 
until 8:40 p. m. Wednesday after the 
board had considered who Kiely’s suc- 
eessor was to be and had chosen Capt. 
Creecy. :

Bond Plans Only Increase 
of Staff. 


The bill now before the Counoil ¢s- 
tablishing a new division of the 
Health Department, for the inspec- 
tion of schools, will be greatly 
amended before it becomes a law. 
Health Commissioner Bond says he 
intended to make the division a 
' sary service, and 
to have the’ medical and nurse  in- 
Spectors report to the Chief Dispen- 
sary Physician. 

“The plan as I had it in mind was 
to increase the dispensary force 80 
that it might be able to carry on an 
inspection of the schools to obtain 
guick notice of any contagious or in- 
fectious disease prevalent in the city,” 
said Dr. Bond to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

“At present the Health Department 
is in touch with the schools only 
through doctors in private practice, 
who report cases of infectious disease. 
Under the new plan we would have 
visitors who go to the schools and ex- 
amine the pupils. They would also 
give emergency treatment in the case 
of accident and attend to vaccination. 
Very frequently pupils are slightly 
injured about the schools and fail to 
receive any treatment until after they 
reach home. The nurses would, in 
such cases, bandage the wounds. 

“The new division would enable us 
to dispense with the corps of school 
vaccinating physicians.”

FEWER GRADE CROSSINGS 


City Commission Is to Confer 
Again With Railroads 


The Grade Crossing Commission, made 
up of members of the Council and House 
of Delegates, will meet Friday at 3 p. 
m., to further plan the separation of the 
railroad grade from the street grade at 
important crossing points. 

The Frisco grade crossing at Fvler 
avenue is practically abolished, although 
the ordinance is still pending in the 
House of Delegates. The Frisco Rail- 
road has accepted the terms of the city 
for the separation of grades at this 
point, and as soon as the ordinance is 
passed, the erection of the viaduct to 
carry the street over the railroad tracks 
will begin. The entire cost of this bridge 
will be paid by the railroad, with the ex- 
ception of a little grading at the east 
approach, which will make the grade 
lighter. The railroad planned for a 10 
per cent grade for this approach. The 
city’s work will reduce it to a 7 per cent 

de. 

At the Tower Grove crossing the rail- 
roads are still opposing the city on the 
plea that the city’s plans would involve 
an unjustified expenditure. It is probable 
that a more definite understanding will 
be reached with the railroads regarding 
this crossing at Friday’s meeting. 

The recent collision between a street 
car and a railroad train at the Delmar 
avenue crossing of the Wabash Railroad 
has brought this crossing into promi- 
nence. Other Wabash crossings. includ- 
ing Sarah street, Boyle avenue, Union 
avenue and Newstead avenue will be 
next considered.

H. Wilkins, the English historian, 
early this year obtained from King 
Edward permission, long and stubborn- 
ly denied, to open the private vault of 
Mrs. Fitzherbert in the Coutts Bank of 
England, to ascertain, if possible, more 
about the history of the handsome and 
famous woman who was King George’s 
first wife. Mr. Wilkins was permitted 
to view a few of the papers, including 
the marriage certificate of King George 
IV and Mrs. Fitsherbert.

“My father was a highly educated 
man, and at one time studied for the 
priesthood. Up to the time of his moth- 
er’s death he received a regular income 
froin England, as did his father before 
him, although none of us ever knew 
where it came from. When his moter 
died, in 1846, father had a disagreement 
with his brother and sister, and declared 
he never would see them again, which 
he never has. I understand my father’s 
sister married a rich man by the name 
of Bradison. Although I have searched 
the country over I can find no trace oft 
a Bradison or a Fitzherbert in this 
country.

On Saturday they noosed King 
Leopold of Belgium at Brussels and he 
was decorated before he could say Jack 
Robinson. And then they left for home, 
suiling from Cherbourg yesterday on the 
Kronprinz ‘Vilhelm, due to reach New 
York next Tuesday. 


Can See Both Side at Once. 


The World’s Fair medal with which 
Europe’s royalty has been decorated is 
of 18-karat gold, inclosed in a case of 
oxblood-red morocco. The medal is so 
fixed in a swinging metal-bound page 
that its obverse and reverse sides show 
without handling. It is the customary 
commemorative medal of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition. The case is lined 
with satin. 

The diploma is similar to those pre- 
sented to ordinary mortals who distin- 
guished themselves at the World's Fair, 
except for the inscription. That on the 
diploma prepared for Kng Edward is a 
fair sample of the others. Here’s a

McDonald Thursday allowed 
Charles E. Gratzek. $503 of a claim 
against former Public Administrator 
Strode for $8409.25 from the estate of 
the late Dr. John Gilwee for services 
rendered. The case was brought into 


the Circuit Court by an appeal of Mr.

Dr. Gilwee died March 24, 1904, and 
Mr. Strode, then Public Administrator, 
administered the estate.

He 
was told there were none. He brought 
suit in the Probate Court, alleging 
that $3499.25 was due him under an 
agreement of December, 1898, between 
him and Dr, Gilwee. By this agree- 
ment, he alleged, he was to receive 
for his services to Dr. Gilwee one- 
fourth of the net proceeds of Dr. Gil- 
wee's practice. 

In the trial in the Probate Court 
receipts were produced tending to 
show that Gratzek had received mon- 
ey he had said he had not received. 
Mr. Strode attempted to have the*case 
thrown out of the Cireuit Court on 
the ground that Gratzek has perjured 
himself in the trial in the lower 
court, but Judge McDonald overruled 
the motion.

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THE SNYDER FIASCO AND AFTER. 

The fiaseo of the Snyder trial and the subse- 
quent developments point to a conspiracy to de- 
feat the law which Cireuit Attorney Sager does well 
to investigate. 

Snyder escapes trial for bribery because the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution have not been produced. 
Some of them have heen in the State, but, according 
to the Cireuit Attorney’s statement to the court, 
could not be found by subpena men. Others are 
and have been out of the State and have refused to 
come within Missouri jurisdiction. Kobusch, Uthoff 
and Ritter are material ‘witnesses and probably 
others are equally important. But, although the 
Circuit Attorney says he has made every effort to 
bring them in, they cannot be induced to appear. 

The arrest of Eugene Swéeney and the finding of 
Ritter’ by the Post-Dispatch and his ap- 
prehension will enable Mr. Sager pursue 
the matter with a firmer grasp. He has 
now in his hands the main threads of the eonspiracy, 
if conspiracy there is or was, and can discover if, to 
the offense charged in the Snyder indictment, another 
equally heinous has been added.

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THE PEOPLE’S LOBBY. 

The “people’s lobby,” announced to begt .work 
at the next session of Congress, is an encouraging 
sign of an awakened public purpose, but. is it a 
practical work? 

Every special interest is well represented in Wash- 

ington. No legislation which proposes to jmpair 
special privileges and enlarge public rights is ever 
passed through Congress without bitter opposition. 
And often the most needed measures are defeated by 
a well-organized lobby, which terrorizes senators and 
representatives and exercises in other ways a sin- 
ister influence upon public business. 
_ But theré ‘is ‘already a lobby in Washington, 
highly trained, observant, vigilant—-which is the 
best possible representative of the public interest— 
the newspaper correspondents. 

Publicity is their business, and it is a clever rogue 
.jwho defeata a good measure. or procures the pas- 
sage of a bad one without being discovered and 
exposed. The press men in Washington last winter 
published the facts about the pending legislation 
and let the country know where the opposition 
came from that tried so hard to beat bills most 
eagerly desired by the people. And it is safe to 
say that the airing they gave to the lobby math- 
ods was what made the session so fruitful of pop- 
ular work. 

Publicity is the best lobby. And the independent 
newspapers will see to it that there is always 
enough publicity to inform the public. Let the peo-

A Clever Lad With Mitts. 


Kirk is a clever fighter and won the 
Olympic 115 and 125-pound champion- 
ships at the World's Fair. He has also 


won numerous other bouts in St. Louts. 
If he does not go to ’Frisco Kirk will 
compete in the 115-pound class at the 
Missouri A. C. on Oct. 20, in the first 
amateur tournament of the season, 
which will be held at the club on tyant 
date. Kirk will be opposed to Maurice 
Schneider, also of the M. A. C., but 
there is great rivalry between Kirk and 
Schneider and the rae should put up a 
hot battle. Kirk, although he can make 
115 pounds, stated to friends not long 
ago that he would like to meet Joe 
Lydon, the M. A. C.’s 133-nounder, in a 
‘bout some time this winter.

Considering his lack of the services 
of his truly useful shortstop, Elberfeld, 
and his pitifully weak pitching staff, 
Manager Griffith of the New York 
American League baseball club has 
made a creditable record in 1906. That 
St. Louls would miss Wallac2, Cleve- 
land Lajoie, Pittsburg Wagner or Chi- 
cago Davis or Chance, goes without 
saying. Elberfeld is to New York what 
these men are to their respective teams. 
Had these clubs been lacking the ser- 
vices of their most valuable men for 
protracted periods, would they have 
done aS well as New York has dons? 

Griffith has his detractors. They are 
mostly among old ball players.

Child Ran Away From Ohio 
School After Long Di- 
vorce Suit. 


Imogene Porter, 14-year-old daughter 
of Mrs. Alice Hatcher Porter and Dr. 
Elias Hull Porter, a surgeon in the 
United States Army, who was reported 
to have been kidnaped from the Ely 
schooi in Cincinnati and brought to St. 
Louis, ran away from the Institution 
for reasons she does not reveal and 
has been placed in a school, in or near 
St, Louis, 
reasonable circumstances by her father. 

Mrs. Porter is also in this locality. 
Her whereabouts is known to her at- 
torney, Clarence C. Ward of 51 De Menil 
Bullding, and he can reach her by tele- 
phone at any time. For the present he 
whereabouts will be divulged to no one 
and the whereabouts of the child will 
be made known to no one but her 
father. 

Imogene Porter was contended for by 
both parents in one of the hardest- 
fought divorce cases ever tried in this 
country. It extended over two years 
and was finally won by Mrs. Porter on 
her cross-bill, although Dr. Porter had 
filed the original suit. 

Divorce Suit Long in Court. 

Mrs. Porter is the daughter of Col. 
Hatcher, a prominent lawver in North- 
ern Kentucky. She was married to Dr. 
Porter in Louisa. Ky., Noy. 14, 1888. 
About the time of the Spanish-American 
war, Dr. Porter became an army sur- 
geon and has since been in the army. 

Dr. Porter filed a tition for divorce 
in September, 1904 Cincinnati. The 
case went to tria before Judge J. B. 
Swing of the Court of Common Pleas. 
Mrs. Porter filed a cross-bill and then 
the fight began. 

Mrs. Porter was represented by Clar- 
ence ©. Ward. Associated with him 
hap Frederick L. Hoffman and William 

Griffiths. Porter was represented by 
Sarre Hess. 

Depositions from witnesses at a dis- 
tance were taken. Delays were fre- 
quent. Each step was fought deter- 
minedly and the case went along two 
years. 

Aug. 21 a Gecree was granted in the 
wife's favor., During the trial Dr. Porter 
never appeared. He was always repre- 
sented by counsel. During one year of 
the trial his daughter, Imogene, was 
with him in the Philippines. During most 
of the remaining months she was at va- 
rious army posts in this country.

Imogene Porter was placed in the Ely 
School in Cincinnati. From there she 
ran away last Saturday. 

“The child is in the best school possi- 
ble at the present time,’’ said Mr. Ward. 

‘The ove cannot be disclosed. She is 
where Dr. Porter can see her whenever 
he wishes, but no detectives or anybody 
else can see her. If Dr. Porter comes to 
St. hee he will be conducted to the 


child. 

“The child was not satisfied in the 
other school. She ran away, against her 
mother’s advice.

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POLICEMEN SUt 


FOR SALARIES 


73 Members of East St. Louis 
Force Demand Two 
Months’ Pay. 


The heuring of 73 sults against the 
city of Bast St. Louis, brought by mem- 
bers of the Bast St. Louis Pouce De- 
partment for their salaries for July and 
August, has been set for Saturday at 
1 p. m., before Justice Brady. The suits 
were filed Wednesday afternoon by At- 
torneys Keefe and Sullivan on behalf of 
the police, a copy of each of the sum- 
monses was served on Mayor Cook 
Thursday evening. 

Separate suits were brought for each 
member of the force, from Lieut. Mich- 
ael Doyle to the janitors and patrol 
wagon drivers. Chief Purdy did not 
bring suit. The suits are for amounts 
ranging from $120 to §200, and amount to 
a total of about $19,000, not including 
costs and attorneys’ fees. Under the 
Illinois laws in a suit for wages, the 
attorneys, after proper notice is served, 
are entitled to a fee of $ in each case 
in Justice Court, and $10 in the Circuit 
Court, which shal! be added to the costs 
in each case. These costs and attorney 
fees, if settled in Justice Court, will add 
approximately $58) to the judgment for 
salaries, and if the cases reach the Cir- 
cuit Court, an addithonal $730 attorneys’ 
fees and costs will be taxed against the 
city. 

Neither policemen nor furnishers of 
police supplies have been paid since 
June.

As none of Mayor Cook's appointments 
of city officers was contirmed by the 
insurgent majority of the Council, May- 
or Cook declared that an emergency ex- 
isted and that it was necessary that the 
city have police protection regardless of 
the action of the City Council. He 
therefore reappointed the members of 
the police force ag emergency . officers 
and they have been working sinee under 
that emergency appointment. 

At the first meeting in September the 
insurgents voted solidly against allowing 
all of the police salaries, and at each 
meeting since, the matter has been 
brought up and voted down. The Cook 
(Aldermen have consistently voted in 
favor of allowing the claims at eacn 
meeting.

The machine is running as strongly as 
when started a week ago. After several) 
days it was attaehed to some light ma- 
chinery, which it runs with ease. 

Since the rumors of his discovery be- 
gan to circulate, Liewellyn has been be- 
siezged with visitors asking to see the 
machine, some scoffing at him as a 
crank and offering to bet great odds 
against the success of his venture, while 
others here offered 
the invention. The idea on which the 
successful machine has been constructed 
was first conceived by Noble Llewellyn, 
the 18-year-old son of the inventor.
